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Statement    from    the   Governor 


It  Is  with  great  pride  that  this  Administration  makes 
available  the  first  statewide  directory  of  governmental, 
private  and  voluntary  advocacy  organizations  serving  the 
developmentally  disabled.  This  directory  is  a  tribute  to  the 
invaluable  contributions  of  these  organizations  to  the  lives  of 
New  York's   developmentally   disabled   citizens. 

I  commend  the  New  York  State  Council  on  Mental 
Retardation  and  Developmental  Disabilities  for  providing  funds 
to  the  Commission  on  Quality  of  Care  for  the  Mentally  Disabled 
to  conduct  this  worthy  project.  This  directory  will  help  the 
developmentally  disabled  and  their  families  and  friends  find 
appropriate  advocates  to  assist  them  with  their  needs,  concerns 
and  problems.  The  directory  will  also  facilitate  vital  com- 
munication and  cooperation  among  the  State's  advocacy  organiza- 
tions to  ensure  that  remaining  gaps  in  services  are  rectified 
and  that  underserved  developmentally  disabled  persons  are 
reached. 

I  applaud  the  Commission  on  Quality  of  Care's  efforts 
to  identify  and  compile  information  on  the  over  600  advocacy 
agencies  listed  in  the  directory.  These  efforts  testify  to 
the  Commission's  commitment,  as  the  State's  Protection  and 
Advocacy  Agency,  pursuant  to  P.L.  94-103,  to  utilize  the  tre- 
mendous capability  of  existing  advocacy  organizations  to  forge 
an  effective  and  comprehensive  protection  and  advocacy  system 
accessible  to  the  developmentally  disabled  in  all  of  the 
State's   communities. 

New  York  State  has  made  substantial  progress  toward 
improving  the  quality  of  life  for  its  developmentally  disabled 
citizens.  This  first  statewide  directory  of  advocacy  organiza- 
tions stands  as  a  symbol  of  the  continued  combined  commitment 
of  governmental,  private  and  voluntary  organizations  to  pursue 
this   goal. 
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PREFACE 


In  October  1980,  Governor  Hugh  L.  Carey  designated 
the  New  York  State  Commission  on  Quality  of  Care  for  the 
Mentally  Disabled  to  administer  New  York's  protection  and  advo- 
cacy system  for  the  developraentally  disabled  under  federal  law. 
With  this  designation  the  Commission  assumed  a  new  responsi- 
bility of  fostering  the  development  of  a  coordinated  and 
comprehensive  system  of  advocacy  services  for  persons  with 
devleopmental  disabilities  living  in  all  of  the  State  communi- 
ties. In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  the  Commission  has 
eschewed  the  traditional  governmental  response  to  new  programs 
of  building  new  and  bigger  bureaucracies.  Instead,  we  have 
elected  to  harness  the  rich  resources  of  the  multitude  of 
existing  advocacy  organizations  in  the  State  that  have  been 
waging  battles  for  the  developmentally  disabled  long  before 
federal  mandates  required  their  action. 

Specifically,  we  have  contracted  with  private  advo- 
cacy agencies  in  Buffalo,  Syracuse,  Rochester,  Long  Island,  and 
New  York  City  to  establish  regional  offices  to  make  protection 
and  advocacy  services  accessible  throughout  the  State.  The 
offices  selected  through  a  competitive  grant  process,  include 
three  Developmental  Disabilities  Legal  Support  Units  and  three 
Protection  and  Advocacy  Outreach  Offices.  (See  pages  14-15  for 
listings.)  In  addition  to  drawing  on  these  established  advo- 
cacy organizations  to  provide  a  regional  foundation  for  a 
statewide  protection  and  advocacy  network,  the  Commission  has 
also  embarked  upon  an  aggressive  campaign  to  recruit  private 
attorneys  willing  to  provide  legal  services  for  the  develop- 
mentally  disabled  at  no  charge  or  at  a  reduced  rate.  The 
Commission  has  also  utilized  the  expertise  and  experience  of 
established  advocacy  organizations  to  provide  training  programs 
for  lay  advocates,  parents,  and  attorneys  regarding  the  rights 
and  problems  faced  by  citizens  with  handicapping  conditions. 

Through  these  efforts  the  Commission  in  its  first 
year  as  the  State's  Protection  and  Advocacy  agency,  has  made 
significant  progress  toward  forging  New  York's  many  and  diverse 
advocacy  organizations  into  a  strong  voice  for  the  develop- 
mentally  disabled.  The  issuance  of  this  directory  marks 
another  step  toward  this  goal.  Providing  a  listing  of  over  600 
governmental,  private,  and  voluntary  advocacy  organizations 
across  the  State's  communities,  this  directory  will  help  the 
developmentally  disabled  and  their  families  and  friends  find 
appropriate  advocacy  services  to  address  their  needs,  concerns, 
and  problems.  The  directory  will  also  facilitate  the  communi- 
cation, cooperation,  and  coordination  among  advocacy  organiza- 
tions that  is  so  vital  to  the  building  of  a  truly  effective  and 
comprehensive  statewide  protection  and  advocacy  system. 
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In  compiling  this  directory,  Commission  staff  con- 
ducted telephone  interviews  with  representatives  of  each  of  the 
organizations  listed.  The  Commission  is  sincerely  appreciative 
of  the  time  these  advocates  took  from  their  busy  schedules  to 
discuss  their  services  and  to  proof  their  directory  copy.  It 
is  our  hope  that  this  directory  will  provide  a  useful  resource 
to  these  advocates  and  the  many  other  individuals  in  New  York 
State  who  daily  face  the  challenge  of  promoting  quality, 
meaningful  and  productive  lives  for  developmentally  disabled 
citizens.

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USER'S  GUIDE 


In  the  Spring  of  1980,  the  State  Council  on  Mental 
Retardation  and  Developmental  Disabilities  requested  the  New 
York  State  Commission  on  Quality  of  Care  for  the  Mentally 
Disabled  to  conduct  a  descriptive  survey  of  New  York  State's 
independent  advocacy  organizations  serving  individuals  with 
developmental  disabilities.  This  survey,  funded  by  the 
Council,  revealed  that  New  York  State's  developraentally 
disabled  citizens  are  served  by  a  wealth  of  advocacy  agen- 
cies which  offer  a  variety  of  advocacy  remedies  or  services. 
The  survey  further  highlighted  the  capability  of  New  York 
State's  advocates  to  enhance  the  care  and  treatment  of  the 
developmentally  disabled. 

The  survey  also  indicated,  however,  that  access  to  the 
available  advocacy  services  by  developmentally  disabled 
persons  and  their  families  was  sometimes  limited  by  the 
absence  of  adequate  referral  services.  Adding  to  the 
problem  of  appropriate  referral  was  the  limited  communica- 
tion and  cooperation  among  the  existing  advocacy  organiza- 
tions across  the  State. 

The  New  York  State  Council  on  Mental  Retardation  and 
Developmental  Disabilities  was  concerned  about  these  prob- 
lems and  felt  a  comprehensive  directory  of  New  York  State's 
advocacy  organizations  serving  the  developmentally  disabled 
would  be  a  first  step  toward  their  resolutions.  The  Commis- 
sion shared  this  concern,  and  in  December  1980,  the  Council 
awarded  a  contract  to  the  Commission  on  Quality  of  Care  to 
compile  this  directory.  The  directory,  which  lists  advocacy 
organizations  across  the  State,  is  intended  to  serve  as  a 
tool  for  developmentally  disabled  persons,  their  families 
and  others  who  seek  to  provide  or  assist  the  developmentally 
disabled  obtain  the  care  and  services  needed  for  a  quality 
life. 

The  Council  and  the  Commission  also  hope  that  this 
directory  will  assist  advocacy  organizations  to  communicate 
and  cooperate  with  one  another  and,  ultimately,  to  build  a 
comprehensive  statewide  advocacy  service  delivery  network. 
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The  development  of  the  directory  involved  a  large 
outreach  effort  to  identify  all  advocacy  organizations  in 
each  county  of  the  State.  This  effort  relied  in  large  part 
on  the  cooperation  of  many  advocates  statewide  who  took  time 
to  share  with  Commission  staff  their  mailing  lists  and  the 
names  of  specific  advocacy  groups.  To  these  advocates  the 
Council  and  the  Commission  are  deeply  grateful.  Without 
their  assistance  the  development  of  this  first  statewide 
advocacy  directory  for  the  developmentally  disabled  would 
not  have  been  possible. 

The  advocacy  agencies  listed  in  the  directory  represent 
a  wide  range  of  organizations.  Some  are  small,  some  large. 
Some  are  dedicated  to  serving  the  developmentally  disabled 
exclusively,  and  some  provide  services  to  them  in  the 
context  of  serving  a  larger  population.  Despite  this  wide 
range,  all  listed  agencies  share  a  common  focus  on  the 
provision  of  advocacy  and  a  common  purpose  of  assisting 
persons  with  developmental  disabilities  to  obtain  needed 
services  and  care  to  secure  their  legal  rights. 

The  directory  includes  both  independent  advocacy 
organizations  which  provide  only  advocacy  services,  and 
internal  advocacy  agencies  which  provide  direct  care  ser- 
vices, in  addition  to  advocacy.  Agencies  listed  in  the 
directory  also  differ  in  the  range  and  type  of  advocacy 
services  they  provide.  Advocacy  services  offered  include 
information  and  referral,  individual  case  (non-legal) 
advocacy,  systems  advocacy,  legal  advocacy,  community 
education,  and  advocacy  training. 

Each  advocacy  organization  listed  in  the  directory  was 
surveyed  personally  by  a  Commission  staff  person  through  a 
telephone  interview.  To  ensure  the  accuracy  of  the  informa- 
tion listed,  agencies  were  then  mailed  a  copy  of  their 
directory  entry  to  allow  them  to  make  any  necessary  revi- 
sions. Finally,  all  organizations  listed  were  fully  in- 
formed of  the  purpose  of  the  directory  and  were  asked  if 
they  would  like  to  be  listed. 


HOW  TO  USE  THE  DIRECTORY 


The  advocacy  organizations  are  listed  in  the  directory 
alphabetically  by  their  county  of  address.  A  user  seeking 
an  advocacy  organization  for  a  particular  client  should 
begin  by  checking  the  listings  in  the  client's  county  of 
residence.  However,  because  many  of  the  listed  advocacy 
organizations  serve  more  than  one  county,  users  may  also 
wish  to  check  the  listings  in  neighboring  counties. 

Directory  Listings 

Each  organization's  directory  entry  includes: 
(1)  agency  name  and  address;  (2)  contact  person;  (3)  tele- 
phone number;  (4)  type  of  client  served;  and,  (5)  type  of 
advocacy  services  provided.  Specific  information  is  in- 
cluded in  each  of  these  sections: 

Agency  Name  and  Address : 

Independent  advocacy  agencies  are  marked  with  an 
asterisk  (*)  to  differentiate  them  from  internal 
advocacy  agencies.  (See  glossary  for  definition 
of  terras . ) 

Contact  Person: 

In  most  instances,  a  specific  name  is  listed.  If 
a  contact  person  is  not  listed  or  is  not  available 
when  the  call  is  placed,  the  caller  should  de- 
scribe the  service  needed  to  the  receptionist. 

Telephone  Number : 

The  telephone  number  is  generally  followed  by  the 
hours  that  the  telephone  is  manned. 

Clients  Served: 

Information  listed  here  includes:  (1)  any  special 
client  eligibility  criteria,  such  as  low  income; 

(2)  the  type  of  developmental  disability  served; 

(3)  the  age  range  of  the  client  served;  (4)  the 
counties  served,  if  other  than  the  agency's 
county  of  address. 
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Advocacy  Services  Provided: 

Included  in  this  subsection  are  the  types  of 
advocacy  services  provided  by  the  agency  and  the 
fee  charged.  If  the  directory  makes  no  reference 
to  a  fee  charged,  the  user  may  assume  that  there 
is  no  fee  for  advocacy  service.  It  should  be 
noted  that  the  directory  only  describes  advocacy 
services  and  not  direct  care  services.  Users 
interested  in  the  internal  advocacy  agency's 
direct  care  services  can  get  this  information  by 
calling  the  agency's  contact  person. 

Glossary 

The  glossary,  which  immediately  follows  the  User's 
Guide,  provides  common  definitions  of  the  technical  termi- 
nology used  in  the  directory  entries.  The  Glossary  lists 
definitions  for  each  type  of  advocacy  service  and  for  each 
of  the  categorical  types  of  developmental  disabilities 
referenced  in  the  directory. 

Indexes 

The  directory  also  includes  two  indexes  to  assist 
users  in  referencing  advocacy  organizations.  The  two 
indexes  include: 

Index  _I: 

An  alphabetical  listing  of  each  advocacy  organi- 
zation by  the  name  of  the  organization. 

Index  II: 

A  listing  by  specific  developmentally  disabled 
population  group  served.  These  groups  include: 
(1  )  persons  with  any  type  of  developmental  dis- 
ability; (2)  persons  with  mental  retardation; 
(3)  persons  with  epilepsy;  (4)  persons  with 
autism;   (5)  persons  with  learning  disabilities; 

(6)  persons  with  other  neurological  impairments; 

(7)  persons  with  cerebral  palsy;  (8)  persons  with 
Down's  Syndrome;  (9)  persons  with  Spina  Bifida; 
(10)  persons  with  Tourette's  Syndrome;  (11)  per- 
sons with  neurofibromatosis;  and  (12)  special 
population  groups  such  as  the  blind  development- 
ally  disabled.

GLOSSARY 


Advocacy : 

A  person,  group  of  people,  or  agency  speaking  for, 
pleading  for,  supporting,  advising,  espousing  the  rights  of, 
initiating  and  promoting  programs  or  legislation  for,  or 
interceding  on  behalf  of  persons  before  public  and  private 
agencies,  organizations  or  individuals. 

Advocacy  Training: 

Supervised,  structured  learning  that  takes  place  for 
the  purpose  of  improving  a  person's  knowledge  of  skills  in 
providing  advocacy  services. 

Autism: 

A  developmental  disability  of  unknown  cause  or  origin, 
autism  is  characterized  by  serious  functional  disabilities 
in  language  development  and  social  development.  Approxi- 
mately 70  percent  of  the  persons  with  autism  are  also 
thought  to  be  mentally  retarded.  Many  also  evidence  severe 
behavioral  problems. 

Cerebral  Palsy: 

A  developmental  disability  characterized  by  a  group  of 
dysfunctions  having  a  variety  of  symptoms  all  of  which  are 
brain-centered  and  affect  muscular  and  sensory  functions. 

Community  Education: 

An  advocacy  program  or  service  which  enhances  the 
general  public's  awareness  and  understanding  of  a  group  of 
persons,  an  issue,  or  a  problem. 

Developmental  Disability: 

A  developmental  disability  is  defined  by  the  Federal 
government  as  a  severe,  chronic  disability  which 

(a)  is  attributable  to  a  mental  or  physical  impairment 
or  combination  of  a  mental  and  physical  impair- 
ment ; 

(b)  is  manifest  before  age  22; 

(c)  is  likely  to  continue  indefinitely; 

(Continued) 


Developmental  Disability  (Continued) 

(d)  results  in  substantial  functional  limitations  in 
three  or  more  of  the  following  areas  of  major  life 
activities:  (1)  self-care;  (2)  receptive  and 
expressive  language;  (3)  learning;  (4)  mobility; 
(5)  self-direction;  (6)  capacity  for  independent 
living;  and  (7)  economic  self-sufficiency; 

(e)  reflects  the  person's  needs  for  a  combination  and 
sequence  of  special,  interdisciplinary,  or  generic 
care  treatment,  or  other  services  which  are  of 
life-long  or  extended  duration  and  are  individu- 
ally planned  and  coordinated. 

Down's  Syndrome: 

A  genetic  defect  that  causes  mental  retardation  and 
often  is  associated  with  common  physical  characteristics. 

Epilepsy: 

A  symptom  of  a  disorder  of  the  central  nervous  system 
which  is  characterized  by  a  disturbance  in  the  normal 
pattern  of  the  brain.  This  disturbance  may  be  manifested  by 
muscle  convulsions  and  partial  or  total  loss  of  conscious- 
ness . 

Gilles  de  la  Tourette  Syndrome: 

A  syndrome  of  facial  and  vocal  tics  with  onset  in 
childhood,  progressing  to  generalized  jerking  movements  in 
any  part  of  the  body. 

Independent  Advocacy  Organization: 

An  organization  which  provides  only  advocacy  services 
and  is  independent  from  other  direct  care  service. 

Individual  (case)  Advocacy: 

An  advocacy  service,  including  administrative  and  other 
non-judicial  remedies,  pursued  primarily  by  professionals 
and  para-professionals  or  volunteers  on  behalf  of  an  indi- 
vidual. 

Information  and  Referral: 

An  advocacy  program  or  service  which  assists  indi- 
viduals in  finding  the  information  or  help  needed. 
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Internal  Advocacy  Organization: 

An  organization  which  provides  direct  care  services,  in 
addition  to  advocacy. 

Legal  Advocacy: 

An  advocacy  service  to  seek  judicial  remedies  by 
virtue  of  a  lawyer.  This  service  provides  direct  legal 
representation  to  clients  and  may  also  offer  consumer 
education/information  about  legal  matters.  Legal  advocacy 
includes  class  action  lawsuits. 

Mental  Retardation: 

Refers  to  the  subaverage  general  intellectual  func- 
tioning which  originates  during  the  developmental  period  and 
is  associated  with  impairment  of  adaptive  behavior. 

Neurofibromatosis : 

A  familial  condition  characterized  by  developmental 
changes  in  the  nervous  system,  muscles,  bones  and  skin  and 
marked  superficially  by  the  formation  of  multiple  pedun- 
culated soft  tumors  distributed  over  the  entire  body  as- 
sociated with  areas  of  pigmentation. 

Neurological  Impairment : 

\  group  of  disorders  of  the  central  nervous  system 
characterized  by  dysfunction  in  one  or  more,  but  not  all, 
skills  affecting  communication,  perception,  cognition, 
memory,  attention,  motor  control,  and  appropriate  social 
behaviors.  Individuals  with  severe  learning  disabilities 
are  considered  to  be  neurologically  impaired. 

Spina  Bifida: 

A  developmental  anomaly  characterized  by  defective 
closure  of  the  bony  encasement  of  the  spinal  cord,  through 
which  the  cord  and  meninges  may  or  may  not  protrude. 

Systems  Advocacy: 

An  advocacy  service  which  includes  efforts  to  influence 
or  change  policy  or  practice  of  a  government  or  private 
organization(s)  as  it  (they)  affects  groups  of  persons. 
Systems  advocacy  includes  legislative  advocacy.
